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Drivers killed in 
horror collision 


AN inspirational Mildenhall music 
teacher and a member of the US 
Air Force from the town’s airbase 
have died in a horrific car crash. 

Kathy Faelber was killed when her 
green Mazda was in collision with a 
silver Honda Accord on the A1101, 
near Shippea Hill, close to Ely, on 
Saturday at 4.40pm. 

The crash also claimed the life of the Honda 
driver, 26-year-old Bradly Ring, of Main Street, 
Iittleport. 

Mrs Faelber, 56, had been due to attend a 
concert by the Fenland Music Academy at the 
Neale Wade Community College, in March, 
where her students were performing. 

The end-of-term concert went ahead, but 
the young musicians wept as they were told of 
their tutor’s death.

During her 22-year career, the talented 
violinist taught hundreds of children in 
Cambridgeshire and ran several youth 
orchestras, including the Huntingdonshire 
Philarmonic Orchestra. 

The mother-of-two, who lived in Mildenhall, 
also played violin for the well-known 
Cambridge Sinfonia Orchestra. 

Her partner Mike Nicholl said: “Everyone is 
completely devastated by her death. She loved 
teaching children music and taught hundreds 
over the years. 

“She was very involved in the music scene in 
Cambridgeshire and played for many different 
orchestras.” 

Matthew Gunn, head of Cambridgeshire 
Music, said: "Kathy Faelber worked for 
Cambridgeshire Music as a violin teacher and 
managed for many years the music centre 
based at Neale-Wade Community College in 
March. 

“She was a gifted music educator whose 
commitment was totally for the children she 
taught or who played in the bands, ensuring 
that those in rural areas did not miss out on 
such opportunities and taking great pride in 
their success. 

“Kathy was always proud to be involved in 
musical events throughout the Fens and 
influenced many young musicians, all of 
whom, like her colleagues, will miss her very 
much.”

BELT-tightening by motorists 
has forced a well-known 24- 
hour road-side cafe to cut its 
opening hours. 

Red Lodge Transport Cafe, 
on the old All, has been open 
all hours since it was taken 
over by Gerry Webster in the 
early 1960s. 

But the popular eaterie on 
the B1085, near Newmarket, 
has been forced to close at 


night because hard-pressed 
motorists and truckers are 
cutting back on dining out. 

Rachel Webster-Sterry, who 
took over the restaurant after 
her father’s death four years 
ago, said: “We did not want to 
close at night, but we have to if 
we are to keep it going. 

“Everyone is tightening their 
belts and not spending as 
much. It’s just not worth stay¬ 


ing open all night as we used 
to. 

“My dad had the cafe for 47 
years and it was a cafe before 
then. It’s always been open 24 
hours, so it was a big decision 
to make.” 

The cafe will now be open 
from 6am to 10pm from Sun¬ 
day to Wednesday, but will 
remain open all hours on 
Thursday, Friday and Saturday. 


Mrs Webster-Sterry, who 
runs the cafe with her mother 
Jenny and sister Lorraine 
Webster-Ward, is now refurb¬ 
ishing the cafe and adding 
pannini and ice cream mach¬ 
ines. 

She added: “You can still get 
a meal for under £5 so it’s good 
value. We just had to take 
action to keep the business 
going.”

A VOLUNTEER is 
stepping out to help 
residents in the New¬ 
market area get fitter.

Police warning as lead 
thieves target schools 


LEAD thieves have 
struck at five schools, a 
church and a hotel in 
the same area. 

Lead worth £6,125 was 
stolen and £800 damage was 
caused when a gang of thieves 
ripped the metal from roofs in 
the Mildenhall area.

Lead worth £500 was stolen 
from the roof of nearby St 
Mary’s Primary School when 
£800 damage was caused to 
tiles. 

About 400 metres of lead 
flashing, worth around £1,000, 
was stolen from the roof at 
Mildenhall College of Tech¬ 
nology. 

Lead worth £3,000 was 
stolen from the roof at St 
Mary’s Church, Barton Mills 
and £300 of lead was stolen

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from the roof at Mildenhall’s 
Riverside Hotel. 

Village schools at Beck Row 
and Tuddenham also had lead 
stolen from the roofs. 

A Suffolk police spokes¬ 
woman said: “Owners of 
properties vulnerable to metal 
theft are urged to make their 
buildings and sites as secure 
as possible. 

“Where possible, it is 
advised to use security 
lighting to deter thieves. CCTV 
can also deter, as well as 
capturing images of offenders 
and their vehicles. 

“All gates and entrances to 
premises should be properly 
secured. Valuable property 
can be marked with Smart- 
Water or other marking 
methods and photos taken, to 
identify it if it’s recovered.” 

She said many scrap dealers 
in the county had signed up to 
a police messaging system 
which alerted them to thefts in 
the area.

Both drivers were 
declared dead at the 
scene.

Hundreds march in tip closure protest 


CAMPAIGNERS have taken 
to the streets of Newmarket 
to fight plans to close their 
local household waste site. 

About 250 residents 
from in and around the 
town, including councillors, 
joined a protest march on 
Saturday against 
controversial proposals to 
close the site on Depot 
Road. 

Newmarket Town Council 
organised the protest, 
which kicked off at 
Newmarket College at 
around 11am and finished 
at the waste site. 

Cllr Warwick Hirst said: 
“This affects so many 
people, which is why there 
was such a good turn-out. 

“We had about as many 
people as we could cope 
with on the day. 

“People are really 
worried there will be much 
more fly-tipping as many 
will not want to travel to the 
centre in Mildenhall. 

“We are told it’s only a 
15-minute trip. Maybe 
that’s true if you’ve got a 
helicopter, but it’s more like 
a 25-minute drive down a 
really dangerous road. 

“Mildenhall is already a 
really busy site, so you 
expect to wait quite a long 
time to dispose of your 
rubbish.’’ 

The facility is one of 
seven in Suffolk which are 
closing as part of cash- 
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strapped Suffolk County 
Council’s £42million cuts 
this year. 

Forest Heath District 
Council has since been in 
talks with the authority, 
which is closing the site on 
May 9, in the hope of 
keeping it open short-term 
while a permanent solution 
is investigated. 


Cllr Hirst added: “The 
county council has pretty 
much abandoned us, but 
the district council is 
looking at ways to save the 
site.” 

At the same time, the 
county council is examining 
proposals to make a charge 
for residents to tip rubbish 
and recycling items.

Shooting: 
third man 
is arrested 

A THIRD man has been arrested 
by police investigating a double 
fatal shooting at a travellers’ site.

Police said the man was spoken 
to by detectives at a police 
station in Suffolk.

A 30-YEAR-OLD man from 
Mildenhall and a woman, 44, 
from Soham have been arrested 
on suspicion of assault after a 
man was believed to have been 
stabbed during an assault at a 
house in Ely. 

The incident happened in 
Nene Road on Monday morning 
and the pair have been released 
on police bail. 


Hero medic saves 
choking pensioner

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A FORMER army medic 
has been hailed a hero 
after saving a woman 
from choking to death in 
a busy restaurant. 

Ex-Royal Engineer Lee 
Gruncell, from Isleham, 
sprang into action after 
Margery French, 75, began 
choking on a piece of lamb 
during a Mother’s Day meal 
with her family at the Riverside 
Hotel in Mildenhall. 

The 55-year-old, who works 
in the security team at 
Cambridge engineering giant 
Marshall, had been enjoying a 
lunch with his mother, 
Elsie,when the drama began. 

As Mrs French’s family called 
for help, Mr Gruncell stepped 
forward to tend to the stricken 
pensioner, who had stopped 
breathing 

He said: “She was going 
more and more blue in the 
face and was on the verge of 
passing out. 

“Someone asked if anyone 
knew first aid and I said I could 



help. I did the Heimlich 
manoeuvre three times, but it 
made no difference whatso¬ 
ever. 

“With some people’s help, 
we got her on the floor. She 
was not breathing, so I put two 
breaths into her and the colour 
immediately came back into 
her face. 

“I seemed to do the trick and 
she came round. 

“We then waited for the 
paramedics who arrived a bit 
later and gave her some 
oxygen.” 


Mrs French’s son Paul, 46, 
from Isleham, paid tribute to 
Mr Gruncell for his calmness 
and skill under pressure. 

He said: “He saved my 
mother’s life without question. 
Words cannot describe how 
grateful we are to him. To call 
him a hero is certainly not too 
much praise. 

“I had been out in the 
garden with my girls when I 
heard my wife shouting. I 
came back and saw this guy 
kneeling over my mother, who 
was completely blue. 


“All the other diners were 
standing around helpless - no- 
one else was able to help apart 
from him. 

“Like Lee, I had been 
enjoying a Mother’s Day meal 
with my mother and it almost 
ended in tragedy. His mother 
was clearly very proud of her 
son and rightly so.” 

Mr French has now offered 
to pay for a dinner at the 
Riverside for Mr Gruncell and 
his mother after their meal was 
interrupted by the emergency.

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Stabbing at 
pub sparks 
alcohol ban 


A PUB has been tem¬ 
porarily banned from 
selling alcohol follo¬ 
wing a stabbing. 

The Five Bells in St 
Mary’s Square, Newmar¬ 
ket, has been made sub¬ 
ject to a strict interim 
council order which 
means that until April 18, 
the pub will only be 
allowed to sell soft drinks 
and food. 

The ban has been imp¬ 
osed by Forest Heath 
District Council (FHDC) 
under its powers as the 
licensing authority 

It follows an incident at 
the pub on March 23 when 
a 52-year-old man was 
stabbed in his abdomen 
and leg.

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He was rushed to 
hospital, although police 
said his injuries were not 
life threatening. 

Suffolk police have since 
arrested a 47-year-old 
man from Newmarket on 
suspicion of grievous 
bodily harm. 

He has been bailed to 
return to Bury St Edmunds 
police station on May 5. 

The order has been 
imposed while a full 
investigation of the pub’s 
licence gets under way. 

The landlord of the Five 
Bells, which is owned by 
pub chain Admiral Tav¬ 
erns, was unavailable for 


comment. 

FHDC’s force licensing 
inspector, Becky Kidd- 
Stanton said: “We are 
pleased with the outcome 
of the interim steps hear¬ 
ing as this will ensure that 
the Five Bells public house 
is unable to serve alcohol 
pending a full review of 
the premises licence. 

“This will protect the 
public from further inci¬ 
dents and send a strong 
message to other licensed 
premises.” 

An Admiral Taverns 
spokesman said: “We are 
working with the police 
and local authority to 
resolve any issues surr¬ 
ounding the licence at the 
Five Bells.”

Healthcare 
gets £27m 
injection 

WEST Suffolk MP Matthew 
Hancock has welcomed an extra 
investment of £27 million to 
support healthcare in Suffolk. 

The new money, announced 
last Friday, will be spent on 
Government priorities such as 
the Cancer Drugs Fund, 
investment in talking therapies 
for those with mental health 
conditions, extra health visitors, 
and support for carers’ breaks. 

It pushes the amount spent 
by the NHS in Suffolk to £918 
million overall. 

Mr Hancock said: “We rec¬ 
ognise just how important the 
NHS is to this country and to 
patients here in Suffolk. 

“That’s why the Coalition 
Government is protecting the 
NHS not just for today, but for 
future generations.

Robert Minshall was one of 
four men imprisoned at Norwich 
Crown Court last Friday for 
helping to set up an illegal count¬ 
erfeit tobacco factory. 

The 68-year-old of Falmouth 
Avenue, Newmarket, was arrested 
in raids in Suffolk, Leicestershire, 
Nottinghamshire and Essex in 
fuly 2008, which involving more 
than 100 customs officers. 

At a farm in Leicestershire, 
officers discovered more than 16 
tonnes of raw leaf tobacco which 
would have been manufactured 
into hand-rolling tobacco. The 
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duty evaded on this amount of 
tobacco alone is estimated at £1.9 
million. 

The court heard how Minshall 
had arranged to purchase a 
tobacco manufacturing machine 
from a company in Bulgaria. 

Although he made several visits 
to the country and agreed to the 
importation of the machinery the 
delivery never took place. 

The day-to-day operation of 
the shredding machine and 
manufacture of the illicit tobacco 
products was to be controlled by 
associates David Scott and Nigel 
Barton, while William Sartin also 
helped to set up the factory. 

Minshall, Scott and Sartin 


pleaded guilty to conspiracy to 
defraud the public purse in 
October, while Barton was found 
guilty of the charge after a trial in 
December. 

Barton, 45, of Greythorn Drive, 
West Bridgford, Notts, was jailed 
for 30 months, Sartin, 49, of 
Timberlog Lane, Basildon, Essex, 
received 14 months and David 
Scott, 45, of Thackerays Lane, 
Nottingham, was jailed for 18 
months. 

fohn Kay, assistant director of 
criminal investigation at HM 
Revenue & Customs, said: “This 
was a planned fraud on a huge 
scale. If it had not been stopped 
the UK market would have been 
flooded with massive quantities 
of illegal counterfeit tobacco 
products.” 


Wanted criminal is still

POLICE are still searching 
for one of the UK’s most 
wanted criminals. 

William Cassidy and a 
friend test-drove an Audi 
Quattro in Ipswich in 
February 2009 with the 
supposed intention of 
buying, but then stole the 


vehicle by dragging the 
owner out of the car. 

The 32-year-old was 
arrested and later pleaded 
guilty at Ipswich Crown 
Court in November 2010, 
but after being told by the 
judge he would face 
prison, he failed to appear 


on the run 

for sentencing. 

Cassidy is white, 
around 5ft 2in tall, of a 
skinny build with a small 
face and drawn features.

No sympathy 
on bus cuts 

Sir, I read your article, Council 
‘disgust’ at bus cuts, with great 
interest. Unfortunately I do not have 
an awful lot of sympathy for people 
losing their Sunday and evening bus 
services. 

I live in Mildenhall, am mobility 
impaired and have no way of getting 
out in Mildenhall other than to use 
Dial-a-Ride, which is now no longer 
free to users. 

I applied for a bus pass shortly 
before Christmas 2010 only to find 
that funding for accessible buses 
had been withdrawn by Suffolk 
County Council at some time in the 
near past. I understand that funding 
was given to a local bus company to 
convert buses for disabled users but 
find that these buses now seem to 
have disappeared. I cannot 
understand, if they were converted 
originally why they are not still 
available for use? 

The other idea suggested by Forest 
Heath District Council was to apply 
for assistance with taxi fares and 
give back my bus pass. The amount 
they allocated was £70 per annum. 
The cost of a taxi to Newmarket 
from Mildenhall is a minimum of 
£50 each way Obviously funding 
has now been withdrawn from the 
Dial-a-Ride scheme and we now 
have to make a contribution to the 
fare. 

I hope you would see why my 
sympathy fails somewhat for people 
who have some form of bus service 
when lots of elderly and disabled 
people have no option but to stay 
home or walk, if possible.

Shops shun 
help offer 
from Tesco 


BUSINESS leaders have dis¬ 
missed Tesco’s offer to promote 
local businesses by erecting 
signs at its proposed new 
superstore in Newmarket. 

The supermarket giant has said it will 
allow free advertising, signage and a 
directory of high street shops in the foyer 
of its Fordham Road store, if its 
expansion plans are given the go-ahead. 

It would see the store almost double in 
size - from 5,223sqm to 9,870sqm - 
creating one of the region’s largest 
supermarkets on the edge of town. 

There would also be a replacement 
petrol station and an extra 276 parking 
spaces - bringing the total number of 
spaces to 654. 

But Tolly Considine, vice-chairman of 
Newmarket Retailers’ Association, said 
the offer of free advertising was 
“irrelevant” given the size of the new 
store, which would be larger than the 
superstores in Bar Hill and Newmarket 
Road, Cambridge. 

Mr Considine, who runs Tolly’s 
Flowers, in Rous Road, said: “Things like 
this do not have any relevance at all to 
the concerns of local shopkeepers. 

“The main anxiety is that Tesco do 
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turn the store into something that sells 
something and everything. 

“We don’t mind what they sell now. 
But if you can buy anything from a 
wheelbarrow to a cup of soup, then it will 
drag shoppers away from the town 
centre.” 

The retailers’ association has started a 
petition against the plans, in particular 
Tesco’s desire to sell clothing and a larger 
range of household items. 

Tesco submitted a planning app¬ 
lication with Forest Heath District 
Council last week following four months 
of public consultation. 

It says more than 80 per cent of people 
who responded to its consultation were 
in favour of the plans, adding the 
expanded store will create an additional 
200 jobs. 

Louise Gosling, corporate affairs 
manager for Tesco, said: “The planning 
application is now with the council, 
which will open a period of further 
public consultation. 

“We hope to get a decision on our 
plans by the summer.”

Alert on doorstep TV fraudsters 


HOMEOWNERS are 
being warned not to let 
the digital TV switchover 
result in them becoming 
a victim of crime. 

The Safe and Sound

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Amnesty begins in bid 
to curb knife crimes 


A KNIFE amnesty bin has been 
opened in Mildenhall as part of 
a major crackdown on knife 
crime in Suffolk. 

The static bin was unveiled outside 
MildenhalFs police station on Friday 
and will be left there permanently. 

It is part of the Bin a Blade campaign, 
a year-long initiative launched by 
Suffolk Constabulary in December last 
year. 

Since then, 1,972 knives have been 
deposited anonymously in the first 
three secure bins outside Ipswich, 
Lowestoft and Bury St Edmunds police 
stations. 

A further 264 knives have been placed 
in the two mobile bins in Leiston and 
Haverhill. 

All the deposited knives will be taken 
to Sackers Recycling in Great 
Blakenham where they will be stored 
securely. 

At the end of the amnesty, Sackers will 
tip them all into their metal shredder to 
be safely disposed of. 

Anti-knife crime campaigner Holly 
Watson said: “I think the number of 
knives that have been binned is over¬ 
whelming. 

“I am so glad that so many people 
have responded so well to the Bin a 
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Blade campaign. 

“I really hope people continue to Bin 
a Blade, as each knife binned is a life 
saved or an injury prevented. 

“Carrying a knife is unacceptable and 
I hope that people see this and realise 
that the best place for them is in the 
permanent or mobile knife bins where 
they can be taken out of circulation, 
destroyed and then recycled - not in 
your pocket or bag. 

“Thank you to everyone who has 
supported this campaign and those 
people who have binned a blade.” 

The bin in Mildenhall was already in 
place from previous amnesties but had 
not been in use. 

Forest Heath safer neighbourhood 
team Inspector Neil Ireland said: “The 
bin at Mildenhall has been used for 
successful amnesties in the past, and I 
hope local people will again deposit 
knives to support the latest campaign. 

“We do not have a problem with knife 
crime in Forest Heath, or Suffolk as a 
whole, but by using the bin people in 
Mildenhall can do their bit to make it 
unacceptable to carry a knife.”

Some interesting facts about 

HAVE a flutter on the biggest event in the racing calendar as horses and jockeys line up to compete in The Grand National. 

The annual race is due to take place at Aintree on Saturday, April 9. 

Here are some interesting facts and figures about the sporting institution which may affect your bet. 

• The first race was held in 1839, but it started in inauspicious circumstances, going off two hours late after confusion over weighing 
procedures. The aptly named, and 5-1 favourite, Lottery came home first. 

• The fastest ever time is the 8 minutes 47.8 seconds Mr Frisk recorded in taking victory in 1990. 

• The smallest number of finishers was in 1928 when Tipperary Tim, a 100-1 outsider, was the first of two past the post. 

• Becher's Brook earned its name when a top jockey, Captain Martin Becher, took shelter in the brook after being unseated. "Water tastes 
disgusting without the benefits of whisky" he reflected. 

• The Chair is the tallest fence at 5ft 3ins, and the broadest. The fence got its name as it was once alongside the seat used by the distance judge. 

• The fences at Aintree are made up of spruce from the Lake District. The cost of the building work is tens of thousands of pounds and takes a 
month to complete. 

• Red Rum is the most successful horse, having won the Grand National three times: 1973,1974 and 1977. 

• The oldest winning horse is Peter Simple, aged 15 (1853); the youngest winning horses were Alcibiade (1865), Regal (1876), Austerlitz (1877), 
Empress (1880), Lutteur III (1909), all aged 5. 

• Moiffa won in 1904 - having disappeared a year earlier. On a trip to Liverpool from New Zealand, Moiffa's ship was shipwrecked. The horse 
was presumed lost at sea before turning up on an outcrop south of Ireland. 

• The legendary Golden Miller won in 1934 and became the only horse to complete the Cheltenham Gold Cup-Grand National double in the 
same season. 

• Manifesto has run in more races than any other horse. Between 1895 and 1904, he ran in eight races, winning two and coming third on three 
occasions. He only failed to finish once. 

• In 1998, Earth Summit, owned by a six-strong partnership, became the first winner of the Grand National who was also successful in both the 
Scottish and Welsh Grand Nationals. 

• Only two greys have won the Grand National - The Lamb (1868 and 1871) and Nicolaus Silver (1961). Suny Bay finished second to Lord 
Gyllene in 1997 and filled the same spot behind Earth Summit in 1998. 

• Thirteen mares have won the Grand National, but the most recent was Nickel Coin back in 1951. 

• Tom Olliver is the most experienced jockey in the history of the National - despite spending time behind bars in a debtor's prison. He took 
part in a record 18 races - winning three. 

• George Stevens is the most successful jockey in the history of the National with five wins. His final triumph came in 1870 on The Colonel. 
Stevens died three months after finishing sixth in the 1871 race. 

• Bruce Hobbs is the youngest jockey to have ever won the race. The 17-year-old triumphed aboard Battleship in 1938. 

• Geraldine Rees was the first female jockey to complete the course, in 1982. 

• In the 19th Century, George Stevens partnered no fewer than five National winners. 

• Brian Fletcher (1968 Red Alligator, 1973 and 1974 Red Rum) shares a 20th century record with the legendary Jack Anthony (1911 Glenside, 
1915 Ally Sloper, 1920 Troytown), both jockeys having ridden three National winners. 

• Ruby Walsh holds the best record of current jockeys, having won the Grand National twice, on Papillon in 2000 and Hedgehunter in 2005. 

• Vincent O'Brien trained three successive winners - all different horses - in the 1950s. The roll of honour read Early Mist (1953), Royal Tan 
(1954) and Quare Times (1955). 

• Jenny Pitman is the only woman to have trained a Grand National winner, capturing the race for the first time with Corbiere in 1983. She 
succeeded for a second time with Royal Athlete in 1995 and finished second with Garrison Savannah in 1991. Superior Finish took third spot 
for the trainer in 1996. The last of her 39 runners, Nahthen Lad in 1999, came 11th. 

• The Prince of Wales, later to become King Edward VII, owned the 1900 Grand National winner, Ambush II. 

• A number of other famous names have owned the National winner including Freddie Starr (Miinnehoma, 1994), Anne, the Duchess of 
Westminster, (Last Suspect, 1985),Teasie Weasie Raymond, the celebrated hairdresser (Rag Trade 1976) and Fred Pontin (Specify, 1971).

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New look at vanished lives 



A book about the 
women of Isleham 
caused a scandal 
when it was 
published in 1975. 
Now it’s been 
republished, EMMA 
HIGGINBOTHAM 
meets its author in 
advance of her 
appearance at this 
year’s Wordfest. 

G iven the storm that 
blew up when 
historian Mary 
Chamberlain released her 
book Fenwomen in 1975, 
it’s a wonder she’s agreed 
to talk to me at all. 

Fortunately, 36 years have 
softened the blow and, on the eve 
of its republication - and her 
forthcoming appearance at 
Wordfest - Mary is happy to chat 
about the rumpus. 

A collection of first-hand 
memories, Fenwomen was 
intended (and taken by most) as a 
historical document, giving a 
voice to a section of society 
seldom heard: the hard-working 
women of an isolated rural 
village. 

Isleham was given a fictional 
name, ‘Gildea’, as were the 
women who shared their thoughts 
about their work, recreation, 
school days, religion, outsiders 
and politics. But revelations about 
sex before marriage and the 
suggestion of in-breeding meant 
that the book attracted some less- 
than-positive press. 

In those pre-‘celebrity’ times, 
newspapers needed their scandals 
and, the day before its publication, 


the News of the World carried an 
‘expose’ of the book, headlined: 
‘Why Mary unveiled a village’s 
love secrets’, adding: ‘There will 
be red faces on the farm when this 
book comes out.’ 

For Mary, that was shocking 
enough, but, she says: “I think the 
Cambridge Evening News did 
more even than the News of the 
World to really stir things up in 
the village.” 

Looking at the book today, it’s 
hard to understand why 
Fenwomen wasn’t seen as 
anything other than a fascinating 
portrait of women’s lives, 
spanning nearly 100 years. And, 
as Mary says, she only ever had 
the very best of intentions. 

Moving to Isleham for her 
husband’s work in 1972, Mary 
was after a project. Three years 
earlier, a gritty study of rural life 


called Akenfield had been very 
well received: “And a friend of 
mine said: ‘Why not do a kind of 
feminist AkenfieldT So that was 
how the idea sparked.” 

Armed with a tape recorder 
(“the cheapest one imaginable”), 
Mary set about interviewing the 
women of the village, who’d been 
working the land and living as 
labourers’ wives, as the village 
women had for centuries. 

“The initial response, almost to 
a woman, was: ‘Ooh, I don’t have 
anything to tell you about that, 
you should ask my husband! ’” 
But once she’d assured them that 
what they had to say was 
interesting, “they were very open, 
and very happy to talk”. 

Recording their thoughts was, 
admits Mary, an eye-opening 
experience. 

“What surprised me most was 


the absolute poverty, how they had 
absolutely nothing to feed their 
children, and no idea how they 
were going to get anything to put 
inside them. But the way the 
women coped was a very 
humbling experience for me; they 
showed courage I don’t think I 
would possess.” 

Of all the subjects discussed, it 
was the childhood memories that 
Mary found the most poignant, 
“like the young girl who won a 
scholarship to the grammar school 
in Ely when she was 11, but her 
family couldn’t afford to send her 
because, although the fees would 
be paid, they would have to find 
the money for the uniform and 
books. 

“So she couldn’t go, and ended 
up in domestic service at 
Homerton College. And she 
would just look at the girls there, 


thinking: ‘I could have been one 
of you.’” 

Again, says Mary, it goes back 
to poverty and the shattered 
dreams that accompany it: 
“Because poverty is not just about 
material things, it’s also about the 
closing of doors, the closing of 
opportunities.” 

But there are uplifting stories 
too: “All these women were 
survivors,” says Mary. “They kept 
their families and marriages 
together, they kept their children 
fed as well as they could - these 
are wonderful stories of courage 
and bravery.” 

In spite of the scandals, the 
book was well received by many, 
and was turned into an award¬ 
winning play, Fen , which was 
staged in London and New York. 

And Mary wasn’t put off: she 
went on to write numerous books 


and is now emeritus professor of 
history at Oxford Brookes 
University. 

By coincidence, two separate 
publishers recently approached 
her about republishing Fenwomen ; 
she picked one, and the resulting 
book comes with newly 
commissioned photographs of the 
village, taken last year by Justin 
Partyka. 

Mary also decided to return to 
the village to see how it had 
changed: “And I was amazed at 
how affluent it looked - 40 years 
ago the village was poorer; people 
talked about its isolation, and 
recalled when there weren’t main 
roads into the village. Now it’s 
clearly a very vibrant, active 
community, and that was very 
nice to see.”

More than just bones 

Recognising & treating problems in the gut can lead to weight loss

Osteopath Bruce Smart at 
Derby Cottage Clinic explains 
some of the many ways 
osteopathic care can intensify 
and treat a variety of health 
issues.

ONE of the most enjoyable

“A council officer is visiting 
these benefit claimants to 
check that their circum¬ 
stances are unchanged. 

“The form they are being 
asked to sign already contains 
all the information we need.

“Where visits are unann¬ 
ounced, this is because we 
don’t have a telephone 
number for that person.

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Return to the country

W HEN Big Country take to the 
stage at The Junction in 
Cambridge next week, they’ll be 
playing a four upfront formation, with 
original guitarist Bruce Watson and bassist 
Tony Butler joined by new vocalist Mike 
Peters, of Celtic rock contemporaries The 
Alarm, and Watson’s son Jamie on second 
guitar (long-serving drummer Mark 
Brzezicki will remain between the posts on 
the backline). 

But keen eyes will inevitably be drawn to the 
centre-spot, where the band’s skipper, Stuart 
Adamson, will be only too noticeable by his absence. 

“We have two wingers, an outside right, an inside 
right and we basically leave the centre-spot vacant, 
where Stuart used to perform,” explains Watson. “We 
thought it was important to make an effort to do 
that.” 

It’s a gesture fans of Big Country’s troubled singer 
and guitarist, who took his own life in December 
2001, will surely appreciate. 

“It’s kind of subliminal actually,” says Watson, 
who founded the band with Adamson in 
Dunfermline, Fife, in 1980. “I don’t know if a lot of 
people will notice. A few people noticed last time; 
others were too caught in the moment.” 

‘Last time’ was over Christmas and New Year, 
when the new Big Country line-up played seven sell¬ 
out shows across Scotland and England, including an 
emotional New Year’s Eve concert in Glasgow. It 
wasn’t Adamson, though, but another of the band’s 
much-missed musical comrades who had provided 
the spark for the reunion. 

“What happened was we got a call last year from 
the people who were doing a Kirsty MacColl tribute 
down in London,” Watson explains. “We were pals 
with Kirsty - she used to come out and see us when 
we were recording with [producer] Steve Lillywhite. 
Kirsty and Steve actually got engaged at one of our 
gigs, at a big Hogmanay show we did up at the 


Barrowlands in Glasgow. 

“At that point we weren’t doing anything, so we 
asked Mike and my son Jamie to do it - we were 
only going to do a couple of songs. Mike wasn’t 
available, as it turned out, but we thought we’d get 
together and do it anyway. And, because word gets 
about in this business, we got offered a few shows, so 
we thought, let’s just try it out and see what happens. 
And we had a great time. We did a week’s worth of 


touring and had a great reception every night. The 
fans loved it.” 

Big Country was bom out of Stuart Adamson’s 
desire to retake control of his own destiny, having 
gradually ceded stewardship of his previous band, 
Scottish art-punks the Skids, to singer Richard 
Jobson. 

The new outfit had much in common with the 
Skids - notably an appetite for breast-beating, boy’s 


own anthems filled with martial imagery and 
elemental tales of fire and water and mountaintops. 
Musically, the band’s USP came from mixing the 
Skids’ new wave aesthetic with traditional Celtic 
instrumentation - or at least a rough approximation 
of it (signature rabble-rouser In A Big Country 
features guitars heavily treated to sound like 
bagpipes). 

At the time, it was a revolutionary - in every sense 
of the word - sound. But it could so easily have been 
so different. 

“It’s kind of hard to analyse where that sound 
came from,” says Watson. “It’s just what Stuart and I 
were doing with the guitars at the time. We wrote a 
lot of the songs when it was just the two of us, and it 
could have went either way - we were experimenting 
a lot with synthesisers as well as guitars. I’m fairly 
glad we took the guitar route. 

“But it’s just the way the songs turned out. We 
could easily have been a Blancmange or Soft Cell 
instead.” 

Post-Live Aid, the story of Big Country takes on a 
shape familiar from a thousand rock biographies: 
changing record company personnel, a failed attempt 
to court America (with 1988’s Peace In Our Time) 
and a creeping disinterest - if not outright hostility - 
from the music press. 

In fact, the band’s distinctive sound, combined 
with a weakness for plaid shirts, had become a bit of 
a PR problem: tartan might be good for selling 
shortbread, but it’s not necessarily a great rock and 
roll export. The band never managed to repeat In A 
Big Country's Stateside success and, closer to home, 
eventually found themselves falling out of fashion in 
a UK scene that moved seamlessly from acid house 
to grunge to baggy to Britpop. 

Watson is phlegmatic about the group’s 90s 
decline. “I think any band goes through that period,” 
he says. “You have a few successful albums with a 
certain sound, and then there’s always a dip. It’s just 
one of those things. Things can’t last forever.”

SUCKER PUNCH

IN the boxing ring, a sucker 
punch is a devastating, 
unexpected blow that sends an 
unwary opponent sprawling 
across the canvas, dazed and 
confused. 

On the big screen, director Zack 
Snyder’s action adventure 
Sucker Punch is more of a 
gentle poke in the ribs that 
renders us dazed and 
thoroughly bemused. 

There’s no doubting that Snyder 
{300, Watchmen) can 
orchestrate dazzling computer¬ 
generated visuals to a pounding 
rock soundtrack, and he can 
choreograph balletic action 
sequences laden with slow- 
motion leaps and somersaults. 
The opening sequence here, in 
which the beleaguered heroine 
protects her little sister from their 
abusive stepfather, is a triumph 
of style set to a melancholic 
version of Sweet Dreams (Are 
Made Of This), sung in 
whispering tones by lead 
actress Emily Browning. 

Snyder and co-writer Steve 



Shibuya gorge our senses with 
visions of fire-breathing dragons, 
gargantuan samurais and 
reanimated zombie soldiers, but 
they also starve our brains with a 
flimsy, nonsensical tale of reality 
versus fantasy. Characterisation 
and narrative coherence are 
completely redundant. 

Babydoll (Emily Browning) is 
institutionalised at Lennox 
House For The Mentally Insane 
by her cruel stepfather (Gerard 
Plunkett), who wants the young 
woman lobotomised so he can 
get his grubby hands on the 
family fortune. 

Abandoned at the mercy of 
head orderly Blue (Oscar Isaac) 
and psychiatrist Dr Vera Gorski 


(Carla Gugino), Babydoll seeks 
refuge in her dreams. 

She imagines the facility as a 
brothel, where Madam Gorski 
trains the girls to dance for 
gentlemen callers and Blue 
creams off the profits. 

Fellow inmates Sweet Pea 
(Abbie Cornish), Rocket (Jena 
Malone), Blondie (Vanessa 
Hudgens) and Amber (Jamie 
Chung) are slowly drawn into 
Babydoll’s alternate universe, 
where they hatch a daring 
escape plan. 

A wise man (Scott Glenn) 
advises Babydoll to seek out five 
treasures - a map, fire, a knife, a 
key and a mysterious final item - 
that will help the girls become 
mistresses of their destiny. 
Sucker Punch meshes together 
influences and motifs from 
anime, video games and 
popular culture to realise 
fantastical realms. 

The ramshackle plot is merely a 
hook for the director’s bag of 
digital tricks, promoting a 
message of female 
empowerment - so long as the 
heroines achieve their freedom 
in corsets, basques and panties.

COUNTING THE PENNIES: when money is tight there is a prudent crop of measures 
that can be taken to ensure your garden looks as bright as you would want it. 


T HE spring weather 
has lured 

enthusiastic punters 
to garden centres 
nationwide, ready to snap 
up a plethora of gorgeous 
plants, containers and 
other sundries to make 
their garden dazzle this 
year. 

Yet research shows that in a 
tough economy, gardens are a 
low priority among 
householders. The current 
average spend on a UK garden 
is £482.16 a year with 42 per 
cent of people spending nothing 
at all on their outdoor areas, 
according to research by 
woodcare manufacturer 
Ronseal. 

But you can have a lovely 
garden without spending a 
fortune. When money is tight, 
there’s a crop of prudent 
measures which can be taken 
which will save you a lot of 
cash. 

Before visiting a garden 
centre, make a list first and only 
buy what is on that list. Work 
out what you really need, list the 
plants and other essentials and

stick to that list. 

Walk up your garden 
beforehand and see where the 
spaces are, how the plants you 
want are going to work and 
where you will put them. 

If you have a stack of 
containers to fill, consider using 
permanent plantings rather than 
annuals which will need 
replacing each year. Check in 
your own garden to see what 
you may be able to use. 

Overgrown clumps of 
ornamental grasses and other 
perennial plants such as hostas 
can be lifted and divided and 
divisions of the plant can be 
used to fill pots and other 
containers. 

Hostas in particular look 
great grown in pots, their lush 
green leaves making any shady 


corner of the patio look exotic. 

Longer-term, scan the 
discount shelves for sale plants 
which have finished flowering 
but should be absolutely fine 
next season. 

You can often save quite a 
few pounds on perennials which 
will bloom year after year if 
you’re prepared to wait a while 
for the results. If you’re buying 
shrubs, buy smaller plants 
which are cheaper, as the space 
in-between can be filled with 
hardy annuals grown from seed 
that you directly sow into the 
flower beds. They are easy to 
grow, great value for money, 
plus they give lots of colour all 
summer. Try poppies, corn 
flowers, calendula, larkspur and 
candytuft. 

Don’t wait until late April or 
early May to buy trays of 
summer bedding when prices 
will be at their peak. If you want 
annuals, sow them from seed, 
which is a much cheaper option. 
Biennial seeds such as 
foxgloves, hollyhocks and sweet 
williams can also be sown to 
give you colour next year. 

Look for seed bargains on 
eBay and at discount stores such 
as Poundland, Lidl and 


Wilkinson. Cut costs further by 
going halves with fellow 
gardening friends, as you often 
won’t need to sow the whole 
packet. 

Alternatively, swap your 
unwanted seeds and plants for 
some you do fancy from a 
number of websites including 
www.gardenswapshop.co.uk or 
free forums through 
organisations such as the 
National Gardening Association 


(www. garden, org/seedswap). 

If you don’t have time to sow 
seed, visit your local car boot 
sale to pick up plant bargains as 
well as cheap garden tools. 
Bargains can also be found in 
the free classified ads on 
Gumtree, while you may pick up 
something for free that someone 
else doesn’t want if you join 
your local Freecycle group 
( www.freecycle. org/group/uk). 

To increase your stock for the 


lowest price, take cuttings from 
plants such as fuschias, 
marguerites and pelargoniums. 

And if you haven’t yet started 
to make your own compost, 
there’s no time like the present. 

There’s a variety of website 
guides, but choose the more 
reliable ones such as 
www.gardenorganic. org. uk. 

Also contact your local authority 
to find out if it supplies 
subsidised bins in your area.

THE Ford Fiesta overtook 
the Vauxhall Corsa to 
become the nation’s 
favourite used car in 2010, 
according to new analysis 
from Experian, the global 
information services 
company.

Although overall volumes were 
lower than in 2009, a 
deceleration in sales of over 
13,000 used Vauxhall Corsa’s 
(278,169 sold in 2010) - the front 
runner in 2009 - left the Fiesta in 
pole position. The only other 
change to the Top 10 was the 
Renault Clio (166,559) moving 
ahead of the Ford Mondeo 
(164,904) to take seventh place.

“Experian’s analysis shows that 
affordable smaller vehicles 
continue to be the most 
appealing to motorists shopping 
in the used car market. The 
success of the supermini 


segment can be put down to 
increased consumer interest at 
the value end of the market and 
greater demand for more fuel- 
efficient vehicles over recent 
years.” 

Experian’s data also reveals 
that the Mazda MX-5 outsold the 
Audi TT to become 2010’s best 
selling used sports car; while 
Toyota’s Prius was the best selling 
dual-fuel model, capturing more 
than half (55 per cent) of hybrid 
sales. 

Meanwhile a survey conducted 
for Exchange and Mart reveals 
that reducing costs comes over 
and above protecting the 
environment. 46 per cent of 
consumers say fuel efficiency is a 
key factor in the purchasing 
process, and 84 per centof those 
said cost was the main reason for 
this. 

The increasing popularity and 
success of hybrid vehicles means 
motorists have more choice than 
ever. However, a whopping 48per 
cent of those surveyed said they 
have never seriously considered 
buying a hybrid vehicle. In fact,

only 14 per cent had considered 
it and do plan to buy one.

Sat-nav v maps: Fightback means 
you can disobey route instructions 


UK drivers are falling 
out of love with their 
satellite navigation 
systems, believing them 
to be untrustworthy, 
inaccurate and a major 
cause of in-car 
bickering, according to 
a new study of 3,000 dri¬ 
vers carried out by 
leading insurance 
retailer Swinton. 

The research reveals that 79 
per cent of motorists - almost 
four out of five drivers - have 
defied the directions provided 
by their sat-navs, perceiving 


them to be incorrect or less 
efficient than an alternative 
way of reaching their 
destinations. 

Nearly two-thirds of drivers 
- 63 per cent - admit to 
keeping a “just in case” route 
map in their vehicles, 
indicating that despite huge 
technological advances, 
drivers still have a 
psychological reliance on 
traditional methods to direct 
them to their location. 

Swinton’s study also found 
that in many cases drivers 
were right not to trust their 
sat-nav. 

Motorists reported when 
sat-nav directions are 


incorrect, the average distance 
they have been guided away 
from their intended 
destination is 5.9 miles. 

Over a third of drivers (36 
per cent) said their device had 
ted them 1 to 5 miles away; a 
fifth (18 per cent) claimed 
they have been led 6 to 10 
miles astray, while 4 per cent 
have ended up more than 21 
miles from the desired 
address. 

The research also indicated 
that men were more 
‘rebellious’ than women when 
it came to ignoring a sat-nav, 
with 83 per cent of male 
drivers stating that they 
regularly defy the suggested 


directions, compared to 74 
per cent of women. In 
addition, over half of 
motorists (56 per cent) 
admitted they had argued 
with a fellow passenger over 
sat-nav directions, with 60 per 
cent of women admitting to 
starting the argument. 

There were also regional 
differences found within the 
research. Drivers in the East 
Midlands were found to be 
the most ‘defiant’, with 86 per 
cent regularly disobeying 
instructions from their sat- 
nav, while Bristol drivers were 
the most trusting - with 25 
per cent of drivers always 
following sat-nav guidance.

Sayers’ 
decision 
adds to 
stunners 

Medway 69 Newmarket 19 
RFU Senior Vase, fourth round 

NEWMARKET have been dealt an 
extremely harsh punishment for 
forfeiting their home match against 
Lowestoft & Yarmouth last week. 
They have been deducted five 
points, which will be applied to the 
league standings at the start of next 
season, and ordered to pay costs to 
their Norfolk rivals. 

But the heavier and more unfair 
blow was the RFU’s decision to 
reverse Saturday’s Senior Vase 
fixture against Medway, which was 
due to be at home but switched to 
Kent as punishment. 

Medway made the most of the 
situation and romped to a 
69-19 victory. 

Newmarket’s section of the London 
League - Division 3NW - is 
administered by the same people 
that run the cup, and they took a 
dim view of the decision to call off 
the game because the club could 
not field a front row and only had 
eight players. 

Skipper Richard Harper said: “They 
have come to the opinion that it 
gives us an unfair advantage, 
coming off a week’s rest. 

“But we only had eight players. I 
can understand the five-point 
deduction and the costs, but for the 
cup game to be moved was harsh.” 
The trip to Medway started badly 
for Newmarket. 

“We found out about 10.15am Dave 
Sayer (the head coach) would not 
be around any more,” said Harper. 
“It was unexpected. We knew he 
was leaving at the end of the 
season anyway, but we thought he 
was seeing it through to 
the end.” 

However, on the pitch Newmarket 
were still in contention at half time, 
tries from Ali Walker and John 
Turner, and a conversion from 
Michael Reeves keeping them in 
touch at 24-12. 

But despite Owen Wilson’s try and 
Reeves’ conversion, they could not 
match Medway in the second half. 
“We just never really got off the 
coach,” said Harper. “It very much 
had an end-of-season feel to it. 

They were not a bad team, but we 
were the architects of our own 
downfall.” 
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
